thnt imported chemicals and dyes cnnld bo, bought in the. foreign market 
more cheaply than they could he. mnde at. home. In tins is nn acknowl- 
edgment of the superiority of foreipi efficiency. 


That American manufacturers are realizing this more nnd more is 


apparent from the, fact ihnt some of the largest, manufacturing plants 
in the country have recently added a corps of cfiiciency experts to their 
administrative body. 
Ocirniionally a young man on graduating from the 


Lowell textile school becomes an expert in the promotion 
o£ efficient 


methods in one of the larpesl mills of the country. 
Many men engaged 


in the textile industry make no secret of the fact, top, thnt Hie pre- 
ponderance of cheap immigrant labor has cost more in-efficiency losses 
than it has saved in wage payments. 
The waste between the looms, tho 


poorly worcn elnth and the wear and tear on textile machinery may 
toon eat up the wage difference of three or four dollars per employe. 


One of the direct lessons of efficiency is that wage-earners' should 


strive to become as proficient as possible in their chosen lines of activity, 
confident in the belief that ability must eventually win out. 
The time- 


server or place-filler is among the wnste product of the, wnge earners. 
Success will croTrn the efforts of the searcher after efficiency. 
As time, 


goes on and as the need for conservation becomes more pressing tho truth 
of this will become still more apparent. H is nn ago of efficiency and the 
successful worker is he who feels that there is always something to learn. 
If he admits the' truth of this at 20, he will admit it more readily at 70 
when he enjoys the fruits of business efficiency.

EFFICIENCY 


Perhaps no term is used mure commonly or more thoughtlessly in 


discussions of modem business (him "efficiency," for efficiency in nil 
relating to industry is the most important need o£ the times. 
Orndii- 


ally the old monopolistic management of business is giving way to a 
new order nnd the days oC enormous individual! suoeess nre no more. 
Ir. most lines competition is keen and the business that wishes to lie 
successful must eliminate all possible waste, must continually study its 
losses in relation to its profits, must seek out employes suited to their 


. v-ork nnd must see to it that employes devote their energies to the best 


' advantage during their hours of activity. 
All of these tilings arc but 


side issues of the application of business eflicienoy. 


As tho efficient business is the most successful business so too is 


the efficient worker the most successful individual. 
He who, when he 


enters a trade or a profession, looks upon his term of preparation as com- 
plete will remain in the lower ranks of his clns.s; lie. who will advance 
is (he man who is never too old or too experienced to learn. 
There is 


no such word as "finished" in the language of enVk-ney; its students 
who are drawn from the ranks of the employers as well as the ranks of 
the employed nre always learning, always striving to promote business 
efficiency. 
The man who, after being forty years in some line of busi- 


ness, experiments nlang new lines is the man who fully understands 
the meaning of efficiency. 
His rcwnnls will be the rewards of efficiency— 


which are very great. 


In the furtherance of efficiency among employes some of tho largest 


manufacturing plants in the country have conceived the idea o£ opening 
practical business schools in connection with their plants and of teach- 
ing the most advanced methods of eliminating waste and making the 
most cf raw material. 
This method has been adopted for years in Ger- 


many which by moans of it largely captured the world trade in some 
lines of manufacture. 
The head of the local textile school 
recently 


described to a Snn representative a typical Ocrmaa chemical laboratory 
devoted to the manufacture of dye stuffs: 
Opening from a long corridor 


were several individual suites of rooms, each occupied by a dye expert, 
each of whom was busily experimenting towards a certain end. Wien 
anything worth while was evolved, all the experts and a birge group of 
students were, called in consultation in a common laboratory and the 
discovery marie known. 
Tho (icrmnn government encouraged tins method 


of promoting manufacturing efficiency and then took precautions so that 
the German nation reaped the benefits resulting from German enter- 
prise and invention. 
Ko far American manufacture has been negligent in 


the application of efficiency as a science and it is no secret that 
dependence on foreign sources of supply was largely due to the fact 
that imported chemicals nnd dyes could be bought in the foreign market 
more cheaply than they could be made. at. home. 
Jn this is an acknowl- 


edgment of the superiority oC foreign efficiency. 


That American manufacturers are realizing this more and more is 


apparent from tho fact that some of the largest manufacturing plants 
in the country have recently added a corps of efficiency experts to their 
administrative body. 
Occasionally a young man on graduating from the 


Lowell textile, school becomes an expert in the promotion 
of efficient 


methods in ono of the largest mills of the country. 
JUany men engaged 


in tho textile industry make no secret of the fact, too^ that the pre- 
ponderance of cheap immigrant labor has cost more in efficiency losses 
than it has saved in wage payments. 
The wa'ste between the looms, tho 


poorly woven cloth and the wear and tonr on textile machinery may 
soon oat up the wage difference of three or four dollars per employe. 


One of tho direct, lessons of efficiency is that wage-earners should 


strive to beoome as proficient as possible in their chosen lines of activity, 
confident in the belief that ability must eventually win out. Tho time- 
server or place-filler is auiong the waste product of tho wage- earners. 
Success will croirn the efforts of the searcher after efficiency. 
A.s time 


goes on and as the need for conservation becomes more pressing tho truth 
of this will become still more apparent. It is an age of efficiency and tho 
successful worker is he who feels that there is always something to learn. 
If he admits the truth of this at 20, ho will admit it more readily at 7C 
when he enjoys the fruits of business efficiency.

convict Mrs. Carman when she comes 
up for trial for murder in the first 
dcsreo a week from Monday. 
But 


not until yesterday was his full im- 
portance realized. His complete story 
was never given out. 
Revolver In Her Hand 


When Farrell was arrested the morn- 


Ing after Mrs. Bailey was slain, it was 
reported 
that 
ho 
had 
been going 


around tho west sido of the Carman 
house to beg a hand-out at the kitchen 
door shortly before S o'clock on the 
night of June 30. 
Suddenly, so the 


account of what he had told ran, Far- 
rell «nw a woman coming toward him 
from the back of the house with a re- 
volver In her^hand. 


Supposing that she Intended to drive 


him away, Farrell, the authorities gave 
out, started to run. 
A moment after, 


he said, ho heard the crashing of glass, 
and then heard tho report of a re- 
volver. 
District Attorney Smith created the 


Impression at tho time that he did not 
take much stock In Farrell's story, and 
that ho did not think the 
"tramp" 


worth using: as a witness at tho cor- 
oner's inquest. 
In the rapidly de- 


veloping events that followed, all in- 
terest In Him was apparently lost.

Canal From Bridge 


Vhlln leaning over the railing ot 


tbo Mnrkot street bridge last even- 
Ing, 
eight-year-old 
Loula Hionakos, 


son of Mr. and Mrs. Plerros Hionakos 
of Bummer street, fell Into the waters 
of tbo Suffolk canal nnd was drowned 
before residents of that vicinity heard 
of tho accident. 
A search for tho 


body was begun hy Undertaker Al- 
bert, hut It was not recovered and 
tho search was resumed this morn- 
ing. 


Several children v.*ho were sailing 


small boats in tho canal were th 
only witnesses of tbo drowning. Thej 
claim that Louis was sitting on the 
bridge railing watching tho boats sal 
about when ho suddenly lost his bal 
anco and fell onto the hanking and 
then into tho water. 
The boys did 


not realize the danger of the situation 
and failed to notify tbo men who were 


' gathered about the stores in upper 
Market street. When he failed to ap- 
pear, however, tho news was spread, 
but it was then too lato to save the 
boy's life. Several volunteers dragged 
tho canal, but their efforts were fruit- 
less. 
Louis was tho only child of Mr. and 


Mrs. Plerros Hionakos, the former n 
well known Market street barber.

discussions of modem husinois than "efficiency;" for eflicicncy in fill 
relating to industry is the most important m'od of the limes. 
Gradu- 


ally the old monopolistic manngomciit of business is giving way to a 
new order and the days of enormous individual success nre. no more. 
In 'most lines competition is keen and the, business thai wishes to bo 
successful must eliminate all possible waste, must continually study its 
losses in relation to its profits, must seek out employes milled to then- 
work and must see to it that employes devote their energies to the best 
advantage during their hours of activity. 
All of these things nro but 


side issues of the application of business efficiency. 


As tho efficient business is the most successful business HO too is 


the efficient -worker the most successful individual. 
He who, when lie 


enters a trade or a profession, looks upon his term of preparation as com- 
plete, will remain in the lower ranks of his class; ho who will advance 
is the man who is never too old or too experienced,to learn. 
There is 


no such word as "finished'1 in the language of cinVii'ncy; its students- 
who are drawn from the ranks of the employers as well as the ranks ol 
the employed are always Ipnrning, iilways strivinc to promote business 


efficiency. 
The man who. after being forly years in some line of busi- 


ECPB, experiments alang new lines is the man who fully understands 


the meaning of efficiency. His rewards will be the rewards of efficiency— 


which nre very- great. 


In tho furtherance of efficiency among employes some of the largest 


manufacturing plants in the country have conceived the idea of opening 
practical business schools in connection with their plants and of teach- 
ing the most advanced methods of eliminating waste nnd making the 
most of raw material. 
This method has been adopted for years in G"r- 


rnnny which by means of it Inr.ccly captured the world trade in some 
hnes of manufacture. 
The head of the local teitiln school recently 


described to a Sun representative a typical Herman chemical laboratory 
devoted to the manufacture of dye stuffs: 
Opening from a long corridor 


were several individual suites of rooms, each occupied by a dye expert, 
each of whom was busily experimenting towards n certain end. 
When 


anything worth while was evolved, nil the experts nnd :i large group of 
students were culled in cons-nilalion in a common laboratory and the 
discovery made known. The (iermnn government encouraged tins method 
of promoting manufacturing efficiency- nnd then tool; precautions so that 
the. German notion reaped thn benefits resulting from German enter- 
prise nnd invention. 
So far American manufacture has beer, negligent in 


the application of 
efficiency ns H sciencu and it is no secret that 


dependence on foreign sources of supply was largely due to thn fact 
that imported chemicals and dyes could be bought in the foreign market 


more, cheaply than they could be made nt home. 
In this-is an acknowl- 


edgment of the superiority of foreign efficiency. 


That American manufacturers are realizing this more and more is 


nppnrenl from the fact that sonic of tho largest manufacturing plnnts 


in the country have recently added a corps of. efficiency experts to thcr. 
administrative body.
